Major General Shiracto, vice-minister of War, confirmed the fact that 
the advance guard of the Japanese division had routed the Russian scouts 
driving them northwest of the headwaters on the Yalu, and occupying 
ihe camp on the Coreen site of the river. 

The Russians are morthward in force and the statement is discredited 
gat they have no army force in Eastern Manchuria sufficient to d elay 
che ‘advance of the Japanese. This division of the Japanese army is in

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Japanese Land Campaign: 


Tokio, March 17—If an offensive movement has been begun from the 
valley of Toomanx, the first «rmy division of the Japanese has begun 
Operations either east or west of Port Arthur. 

The main line from Seoul, in Corea, toward the Yalu River will be 
used for protective and defensive purposes, and for the transportation of 
military supplies north and west to the main armies in the field. There 
is a possibility that the main movement of the Japanese army has begun. 


Russia Considers Corea Belligerent. 


Seoul, March 17.—The Corean superintendent of trade at Kyong Haing 
on the Tumen route, has reveived a note from the Genera! in command at 
Vladivostock, saying that since Corea has joined Japam, Russia considers 
Corea as a belligerent, and will act accordingly. Two thousand Corean 
corps now, at Seoul will be sent to the north next weck. 


People Terrorized. 


Advices frora Chenkei, northwest of Anku, say that the people are in 
a state of panic owing to the treatment of women and the seizing of the 
grain by Russians. 


Attack on Port Arthur. 


Shanghai, March 17.—Three Norwegian steamers, the Prand, Argo andl 
the Sierstad, arrived here today direct from Port Arthur. The captains 
were taken before the Admiral prior to their departure, and forced to 
swear they would not reveal what had taken place at Port Arthur. 

I have obtained the following authentic pazticulars from members of 
the crew, During the last. bombardment the Argo lay alongside the 
Retizan in the harbor. One shell from a Japanese warship feil on the 
deck of the battleship and exploded, killing nineteen officers. The crews 
of the merchantships in the harbor deserted and fled towards the prom- 
ontary. During the bombardment the greatest damage was done in the 
new town, where the shells played such havoo that practically all the ships | 
and business places he maintains, were demolished.
